1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14.

2. Claim 1 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821.04(b), claim 14, directed to the process of making the allowable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, is 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Claim 16, directed to the composition comprising and requiring all the limitations 
of the allowable product claim, is also rejoined.

None of the prior art was found to teach the claimed food-coating composition, 
particularly consisting essentially of the vinyl ester/maleic and/or fumaric ester 
copolymer and the stabilizer system consisting of the combination of an emulsifier and 
the cellulose with the particular polyvinyl alcohol recited in the present claim 1 . 

Thus, claims 1-9, 13, 14 and 16-30, requiring the allowable product, are allowed.
